Cause of the Trouble The Ten Share Rule 
—The Petroleum Exchange Character- 
ized as a Bucket Shop.“

New York, August 15.—Several days ago the New 
York Petroleum Exchange amended its constitu- 
tion so as to add stocks and bonds to the list of 
articles which would be lawful to deal in on the 
floor. At the same time it changed its title by add- 
ing “and Stock Board“ to its former name. The 
next day after this action the Gold and 
Stock Tel h Company removed ita instruments

furnish it the stock quotations. 
Learning later that the Exchange was obtaining its 
quotations from the ticker in the Seaboard Bank, 
whose offices are across the hall from the Exchange, 
the Gold and Stock Company yesterday notified the 
bank that if it continued to allow its ticker to be 
used by jhe Exchange it would be immediately re- 
moved. This isthe beginning of a bitter war be- 
tween the New York Stock Exchange and the New 
York Petroleum Exchange, and as the latter is 
backed by the entire power of the Standard Oil 
Company, the contest is likely to be 
AN INTERESTING ONE, 
although the Stock Exchange has undoubtedly 
the advantage. The Petroleum Exchange, however, 
intends to contest the right of the Gold and Stock 
Company to cut off the quotations, and moreover, 
it does not intend to be driven out of the stock busi- 
ness by any power which the Stock Exchange can 
exert. A member of the Stock Exchange said yes- 
terday: “In going into the stock business the 
Petroleum Exchange makes a fatal mistake. It 
turns itself into nothing but a bucket shop. There 
can be but one stock exchange and that 
should be conducted in 80 conservative 
a manner as to make the transactions as legitimate 
as possible. By ourrules the least quantity that 
can be dealt in is 100 shares and a uniform rate of 
commission is charged. Now, by lessening the 
— dealt in and the cost of brokerage, as the 
‘etraleum Exchange proposes to do, it opens wide 
the door of indiscriminate speculation and lowers 
the tone of public morals. There are over fifty 
members of the Stock Exchange, who are either 
themselves members, or who bave partners who are 
members of the Petroleum Exchange. Just as 
soon as the latter exchange begins to deal in stocks 
these centiemen will have to leave one or the other 
exchange. The bylaws of the Stock Exchange pre- 
scribe that any member uniting directly or by 
partner with any organization where stocks, bonds, 
etc., are dealt in shall cease to be a member of this 
exchange.’ So they must make a choice between 
thetwo organizations. The Petroleum Exchange 
will therefore find itself ina few days with over

This will greatly simplify the de- 
livery of stocks. Now as to our losing fifty mem- 
bers by our entering the stock business. The fact 
is that we shall at the most lose but twenty-seven 
members, who will be obliged to leave us in con- 
sequence of the Stock Exchange rules. We shall 
be sorry to have them go, but their places 
will be filled. Already there are several 
applications for membership by individuals who 
desire to do a stock brokerage business. It is in- 
tended to fix no regular rates of commission. The 
brokers can charge whatever they choose for their 
work.

The Story of Cannibalism Confirmed by Of. 
ficers of the Bear, to Whom the Sur- 
vivors Admitted It—Dire Neces- 
sity Compelied the Deed— 

How the Lieutenant's 
Body was Exhumed— 

A Ghastly Relic of 
the Jeannette. 


New York, August 15.—Third Officer Kelly of the 
@teamer Bear this morning said the reports of the 
eating of the flesh of Lieut. Kislingbury, and Pri- 
vate Henry, were true, as the survivors when 
brought on board were all but delirious and admitted 
they had to eat the dead bodies to preserve 
their own lives. The cook of the Bear said all the 
survivors stated that they had to eat the flesh of the 
dead, as all their food, except A little leather or 
sealskin, had given out. All the men on board the 
Bear knew the bodies had been eaten, but were told 
not to speak about it when they got into port, 


Kislingsbury’s Body Exhumed. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Rocugerer, N. V., August 15-—The remains of 
Lieut. Kislingsbury, second in command of the 
Greely Arctic Expedition, were exhumed here yes- 
terday. The burial was had last Sunday. The 
friends of the deceased were shocked by the rumors

the lower portion of the countenance. The skele- 
ton was shrunken. There was little if any flesh on 
the arms or legs, and the body from the threat down 
was denuded of its skin, The feet were encased in 
bluish woolen socks and were emaciated but almost 
intact. Uponthe right side of the breast, between 
the ribs, there appeared two gaping wounds, which 
dia not fail to inspire those present with a moment- 
ary suspicion that poor ingsbury might have 
been foully dealt with. hen the doctors 
touched the moustache of the dead man it came off 
partially. The nose was found as described by the

When the remains wer 
turned over on one side the skinless back 
and bare shoulder blades presented the same 
sickening spectacie as the front.

THE SENTINEL’'S SUIT. 

Mr. Buatne has begun a suit for $50,000 
damages against the Indianapolis Sentinel for 
publishing these words: 

The charges of seduction made upon Mr. Cleve- 
land—and which are false upon their very face— 
can, it appears, be turned on to Mr. Blaine and 
made stick, There is hardly an intelligent man in 
tne country who bas not heard that James G. Blaine 
betrayed the girl whom he married, and then only 
married her at the muzzie of a shotgun. 

This is terribly specific, and we have no idea 
that the Sentinel can sustain the charge as 
made. There are millions of intelligent men in 
this country who, before his nomination, had 
never heard that there was a scandal of any 
description appertaining to Mr. BLAIxE's pri- 
vate life. Of those who had heard that there 
was a scandalous rumor about him and Mrs. 
BLAINE before their marriage, the great ma- 
jority had heard of it in vague outline only, 
and without the sensational shotgun denoue- 
ment. The only basis for any part of it is the 
thirty-year-old tattle of a secluded Kentucky 
village of four or five hundred inhabitants. 

The old story of the three black crows 
ejected alive and fluttering from the stomach 
of a villager illustrates the origin and growth 
of village scandals as they are whispered from 
mouth to mouth. In the effort to justify its 
charge, the Sentinel must, in the nature of 
things, find the evidence meagre, ‘shadowy and 
unsatisfactory, even if the plaintiff is disposed 
to admit testimgny which he can have excluded. 
About all that the Sentinel can prove will be 
that the people of Millersburg remember that 
there were certain suspicions and rumors afloat 
thirty years ago about two young people who 
afterwards married, reared a family, and 
have since passed their lives in honorable and 
happy conjugal relations. But when it comes 
to showing that there was any substantial 
foundation for those suspicions and rumors, 
the whole thing will probably resolve itself 
into the tattle of mischievous pupils, and what 
Kentuckians call “nigger news” about an 
amorous young pedagogue and a young “‘school- 
ma am who were too spoony and too innocent 
to be on their guard against village gossip. 

If upon no better foundation than this the 
Sentinel has made that shocking charge, it has 
committed a gross violation of the sanctities of 
private life, a villainous breach of the decen- 
cies of political warfare, a brutal outrage upon 
an innocent family of children, a disgusting 
abuse of the privilege and power of the press.

Cutting Off Women’s Noses.

The horrible crime of mutilating women by cnt- 
ting off their noses is so common in Bombay as to 
call for the most stringent repression, and nothing, 
we imagine, will repress it but the free use of the 
lash. In the Sessions ending yesterday, Mr. Justice 
Scott had to hear three—we might say five—of these 
cases, one after another. He postponed his sen- 
tences for a week, and we were in hopes that he 
would in each case order the criminals to be flogged 
within an ace of their lives. 

Eventually, however, he sentenced them severally 
to what he had ascertained to be the usual punish- 
ment, three years’ rigorous imprisonment. We are 
inclined to regret that the learned Sessions Judge, 
new as he is to the country, did not throw precedent 
over altogether. Surely these are cases in which 
the lash would be at once the most fitting punish- 
ment and the best deterrent. 

Estimated by the misery inflicted, even the most 
severe penalties would seem too trivial, and if the 
law does not permit of flogging in the cases of such 
cruel mutilation, the law should be altered. The 
miserable women who are mutilated in th is way are,

This is done by hanging up on our hill- 
sides in a succession of trenches, deep dug into the 
hard pan, aggregations of water to be held in reserve 
till they find their way by the laws of gravity, in 
even and uniform currents of subterranean flow to 
the streams im the valleys, securing such perfection 
of irrigation in their track as to give to plant life in- 
épiration such as has never before been so much as 
approximated.”

ON CHEWING GUM.. 


An Essay for the Benefit of the Ladies. 

Few girls know how to. chew gum property, a sad 
fact which is forced upon the observation of the 
student of human nature, every time he leaves his 
hermitage and mingles with the sons and daughters 
of men. Their maxillary process is moved with too 
much friction, and their teeth champ as though in 
distant stables mettlesome chargers were anxious 
for liberty.

Let A BC represent the mouth of a young lady, 
A B being the upper jaw, A C the lower jaw, while 
those little hooked arrangements will do duty for 
the pearly teeth of beauty, and let D be the gum 
which the girl purposes to chew. It must be evi- 
dent that when the two jaws shut together from the 
angle at which they stand when open, 
the jaw A B and jaw A C must travel 
a considerable distance in order to meet and mash 
the gum D. Some physiologists assert that the 
upper jaw does not move, but they have never ob- 
served the process of tolu mastication. Natural 
philosophy teaches us that when any body moves 
through space it gathers momentum in proportion 
to the distance traversed and the volume of matter 
moving. This is the scientific explanation of the 
loud, tumultuous and unusual noises made bya 
young lady who is not expert in the trituration of 
gum. She opens the orifice in her countenance 
too widely and closes it too suddenly, the resulting 
sound being a clash of teeth on teeth, modified and 
mollified by the bolster of elastic gum between. 
It is true there is more exercise in this method of 
chewing, and more bone and muscle are built up,

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The whole secret being that her teeth never en- 
tirely cease touching the gum, either of the upper 
or lower jaw, the contact is continual,ana thus 
while the gum is just as thoroughly chewed as by 
the other method, there is not that ramping and 
stamping which distinguishes the former style. In- 
deed the first might be distinguished as a la guillo- 
tine; the teeth, like the knife of death, fly fromla 
great distance to bury themselves remorselessly, 
murderously, in their prey, the second, a 
amour dally and toy withthe gum, now shyly 
pressing its soft and rounded surfaces, again in an 
ecstasy of enjoyment scrunching it with the full 
strength of the jaw, but quietly—noiselessly—silent- 
ly—as though the maxillary process had been oiled. 
Here is the whole difference; one slaps the gum 
with the teeth, the other presses it gently as a 
mother lays a kiss upon a baby's cheek. One is as 
still as the fall of moonlight upon water, the other 
splashes and slops like the dropping of the soap- 
dish into the bath-tub. The difference is as wide as 
wide can be. 

And different as the methods are, the 
writer is assured that just as much enjoyment can 
be had in the still way as in the violent one.The gum 
accommodates itself to all mouths and all methods. 
It gives dreamy pleasure to one, it is an exciting, 
all-absorbing pursult to the other. Perhaps the best 
thing for the young lady of the pericd to do would 
be to adopt the chewing a la guillotine for the boudoir 
and reserve a l‘amour for the parlor. Of course, all 
must chew, and the unreasoning prejudice of the 
male members of society against this pastime would 
thus be entirely overcome, for,by the second process, 
they will never know that it is going on.

CANADIAN CROPS. 


A Good Harvest in Ontario Assured—Bet- 
ter Than Last Years’ Yield.

have any new measure, for the good of 
the regiment introduced by the officers. Iam 
shut up here and can do nothing but write, and 
that so slowly, and so few of my fellow work- 
ers are left! But I have been writing to those, 
and to the sons of some others who 
are following their father's trace (as idle men), 
and I have resalted old thoughts with some 
dear old and some very flue young fel- 
lows. 
Let me, however, look back to some points in 
your former letters (which 1 have read over 
with much pleasure), which want an- 
swering. You say, referring to the account I 
sent you of an English quarter sessions, you 
“do not understand how we have so many mag- 
istrates, or how they are selected;” and seeing 
my two sons among them you ask “‘if it is a 
part of their inheritance?’ I was delighted 
with the last idea, and say decidedly yes, as I 
will presently explain. First, let me say, we 
are commonly, but wrongly, called magis- 
trates. This term properly means men who 
have been working as barristers. but not being 
— ag or liking an easier life, take a 
stipend, £1,000 or £1,500 per annum, 
to take the lesser criminal business of some 
town. All whose names you saw as at- 
quarter sessions are properly called 
justices, and serve without pay. and some of 
as mentioned by Von Holzendorff, do 
have ish work for the love of their coun- 
try. I confess Iam more proud as an unpaid 


* pee than I should be as a stipendiary magis- 
te 


Some nobleman or person of considera- 
tion is appointed by the queen, i. e., the premier 
(generally, I confess, of the premier’s politics, 
but I think always a pretty good man), and ap- 
pointed for life, to be lord lieutenant of the 
county. He recommends to the lord chancel- 
lor any squire residents in the county whom he 
thinks likely to do a moderate amount of work 
with average good sense. 

In this country, with a ulation of 385,000 
and seventy miles long, we have about 250,000

lords of the county (and as the tenant in taking 
a farm deducts the value of the rates from the 
rent he would otherwise give, it is the landlord 
who really pays the rates), wx | are the fittest 
y to manage the finances. If a road, bridge 
or building of the county wants attention, there 
are always two or three justices within an easy 
distance who can get information, and superin- 
tend any needful work. Then there are some 
thirty or forty who act on committees of finance 
— all bills and accounts), lunatic asy- 
lums—public or private—police, roads, cattle 
es, etc., often taking two days a week; 
while some take alties, as statistics of 
crime com with other counties or coun- 
tries, the lessening of vagrancy, etc.; so there’s 
work enough for those who like it. The pun- 
ishment of small offenses can only be ordered 
at the regular petty sessions, where there are 
always some experienced justices and legal 
clerks who can refer to acts of parliament 
when necessary. 

Now, have i explained “our justices?” If 
many are not hard working, some not very use- 
ful, we hold it good to have a large number in- 
terested even slightly in our work. Tomy sons 

maintain (though it never struck me in that 

ht before) that the office of justice is a part 
of their inheritance, M y 1 was 
an eminent justice in his day. y grandfather 
and father would both have been chairmen had 
they not been rather dead. I have, one way or 
another, done some work for the county, and 
thus the inheritance of a good character for 
work probably led my friend Lord Ducie, who 
is our lord lieutenant, to think that my sons 
were likely to be useful. My eldest son (Gran- 
ville is pretty high up among the 30s) besides 
the keys, teaching in the schools, 
politics, and managing my estate—a good deal 
work in these times—does a host of small 
obs. Henry, the younger, attends petty ses- 
sions, works a large farm, is the special friend 
of all the poor and rich, too, and hunts a good 
deal. Now, have I not shown you that they 
both inherit the office of justice! 

Some one sent me, a month or 80 ago, an 
American paper with terrible accounts of the 
inundations at Cincinnati.

WHY THE EARTH QUAKES. 


Forces that are Pent Up Under Us and 
Would Smash Us if they Got Loose. 


From the New York Sun, 

Prof. George H. Merriman of Rutgers Col- 
lege, New . has made the crust of the 
earth a study, and has written on the subject. 
He said 1 

“While facts enough regarding the extent of 
the earthquake of Sunday have not come to 
hand to enable me to epeak om the direction of 
the earth wave or its features as com- 
pared with other earthquakes, yet something 
may be said a to the latest con victionsof students 
of science on the nature — tho earth — Sw 

int any man can penetrate. That may lea 
— to — intelligently at the cause of earth- 


quakes. 

“You know the long received theory of the 
nature of the interior of the earth was that it is 
a molten mass, and that we move around on a 
crust enveloping the earth and caused by_ the 
cooling off of this mass on the outside. It is 
undoubtedly true that about thirty miles 
low the earth’s surface the temperature is 80 
high that everything isin a melted condition. 
We know this, because we have |} t 
every fifty feet we penetrate into the earth 
there isan increase of temperature of about 
one degree, and ata distance of thirty miles 
the heat is so great that any substance we 
know of would melt. Perhaps the melted mass 
is in the form of aliquid. That would be cer- 
tain but for the immense pressure on it. The 
1 is estimated at 10,000 tons on a square 

oot. Of course scientific men cannot experi- 


ment with matter at a high temperature with 


a pressure of 10,000 tons toa square foot, so 
we can only guess what may be its condition. 
In talking about this melted mass thirty miles 
under us the term water substance is used by 
geologists. 

“How great is the distance through this 
water substance we do not know, but itis cer- 
tain that its density increases more and more, 
gradually, until the interior of the earth is 
solid, probably, from the inconceivable press- 
ure 1,000, 2,000 or 3,000 miles from the surface. 
Sir William Thompson has demonstrated that 
the earth must have a core much denser than 
the land and water we live on. He points out 
the fact that if a shell only thirty miles thick 
surrounded a molten liquid mass extending 
from one side of the earth through the center 
to the other side, then the moon, through the 
law of gravitation, would — 2 the liquid or 
gas in the interior of the earth to such an ex- 
tent that the earth’s crest would bulge out in 
the direction of the moon, making a tide in the 
solid crust of the earth, as certainly as the skin 
of an orange bulges out when you squeeze the 
fruit between the palms of your hands. And 
this would be evident to us because the ocean 
tides would be almost, if not quite, impercepti- 
ble tous. Towithstand the attraction of the 
moon, the earth, Sir William says, must be as 
rigid as steel. 

„So we have the theory that the crust of the 
earth floats on and imposes an immense weight 
on a water substance, which is inconceivably 
hot. Now, as to the way an earthquake may 
be caused. Suppose moisture trickled grad- 
ually, year after year, through this crust into 
the heated mass. In our 2 — steam 
would be produced. Thirty miles below us the 
pressure is so great that it is not likely that 
steam could be generated. One thing, though: 
the pressure of 10,000 tons to the square foot, a 
pressure exerted in every direction, would be 
increased, Some effect must be produced down 
there, and it is easy to see that if one place in 
the earth’s crust is weaker than another near 
where the water trickled in, then ‘the weakest 
place must stan’ the strain.’ It is not unreason- 
able to suppose that this pressure below 5. — 
be so great that the earth’s covering was shi 
a little to adjust itself to the pressure from be- 
low. This shifting of the crust is, in fact, the 
earthquake. 

„believe this theory has the greater reason 
on its side, because earthquakes are almost al- 
ways in the region of volcanoes, and volcanoes 
are almost always in or near the ocean. 

Another theory of earthquakes is that as the 
earth is very gradually cooling off the crust 
thickening on the other side, and cracks or fis- 
sures on the under side of the crust many miles 
deep may occur in consequence of the enormous 

»yressure, so that the water substance rushes in- 
o a new position with a force that would knock 
a continent out of shape if it took place on the 
earth’s surface. That motion would be suffi- 
cient to produce a vibration thirty miles dis- 
tant. 

„Whatever the cause of the earthquake on 
Sunday,” added Prof. Merriman. I think the 
earth in the region where it took place has 
either settled into a new position or is forced 
back into an old position from which it was 
pushed by former earthquakes.”

THE FIGHTING COWBOY. 


Lite on the Plains, Where a Rifle is 
One's Best Friend. 


— ——<—_ 
The Struggles a Party Had With Blood- 
thirsty and Thieving Indians. 


From the New York World. 

Benjamin A. Robinson, son of Dr. Morton 
Robinson of No. 247 Mul street, Newark 
N. J., went to New Mexico four years ago and 
became a cowboy. He is 22 


* 

over a range 350 miles long and 100 miles wide. 
* — bar . cattle on that 
range, »binson is party sold out to the 
Prairie Cattle 8 in 1882, and went over- 
land with a pair of mules to Colorado. They 
settled ona rangein La Platte County, near 
Durango. Last month he wrote to his father 
that the Ute Indians had broken from their res- 
ervation and were drivi the cowboys from 
the and that he volunteered to fight 
the redskins. 

He was in Durango, he wrote, when the news 
of the outbreak was fetched there on July 6, 
last, by two boys, aged 5 ag 8 — 10 
years. They were sons of Mr. Wilsonof Wil- 
son, Carlisle & Johnson, who own a 
ranch in La Platte County, near the Utah line. 
On July 3 the Utes put on their war-paint, at- 
tacked the ranch, ve off cattle, and one of 
their number was killed by one of Wilson's men. 
The Indians then attacked the cowboys, 
wounded Adolph Tush and Charles Cook, and 
had five of their own men killed and a number 
wounded, But they killed eleven horses of the 
whites, stampeded 100 horses, drove the cow- 
boys fromthe camp, burned the outfits and 
took W all the provisions and stores. The 
had 1700 head of cattle at their 
mercy. rode twenty- 
nine or 
and arrived in Durango exhausted. Col. 
Hall, commandant at Fort Lewis, twelve miles 
from Durango, sent a company of cavalry to 
drive the Indians back to their reservation and 
Robinson and his chum went along. Last week 
his father received from him a letter dated at 
Dolores, the last t-office station in the wild 
country. He said that he collected a force of 
cowboys in Durango and proceeded to Mancus, 
a small post village near the cattle range, 
where a number of cowboys joined the party. 
At Dolores the force of cowboy volunteers was 
increased to forty-two, all of whom were well 
armed and mounted. The Utes had fled over 
the Blue Mountainsinto the Indian Territory, 
and the avengers followed the trial for seven 
days and nights to Utah, where the savages 
took refuge. 

“I have returned from the fight all ht,” 
Robinson wrote. After we found the Indians 
the fightlasted fourteen hours by the watch. 
They fortified themselves on top of a near- 
ly round mesa,the cap rack being from twenty- 

ve to thirty feet high, with just onesmall gap 
to go through. We were sixteen days on the 
road, and at the least calculation have ridden 
550 miles, averaging thirty-five miles a day, 
which is very good traveling for the soldiers 
who were with us. In the outfit there were 
eighty soldiers and forty-two cow-boys, which 
made quite astring strung out in single file. 

Mo followed close on the trail of the Indians 
for eight days, and when we ran on to them 
they had stopped and were waiting for. us. 
They had selected their position well. Ten men 
behind the rocks could have stood off a thou- 
sand. Half of the outfit’s lives were saved by 
the daring of two men who lost their lives. One 
was a Government scout and the other was a 
cow-boy. We had pushed the Indians hard the 
day before and night, and in the night they laid 
atrapforus. They had pushed ahead while 
we were resting our horses and waiting for the 
moon to come up, and had taken up the stron 
position I have described. We had a high h 
to climb, and before we could get down they 
would have killed half of our outfit, if those 
two brave men had not gone ahead to look at 
the trail to see if our jack mules could go over 
it. When within fifty yards of where the In- 
dians were concealed they opened fire upon the 
brave men, wounding one and killing the other 
outright. All that the one who was killed said 
when he fell was, ‘Oh, boys; oh, boys!’ The 
other man said not a word, but he rolled in be- 
hind a bluff below the top one, so that the In- 
dians could not see him, and laid there all day. 

“There were about forty Indirns in the 
bunch, and during the day they were joined by 
more. There were some ringleader’ white men 
in the bunch and they would call out to us: Oh, 
boys! oh, boys!’ and ‘come up, you —— —— 

„and bring the soldiers! I tell you what, 
the bullets flew hot and lively for a while. 
There were about seven of us cowboys in the 
range with our horses. I had forgotten all 
about danger, and not standing in the open, 
about 450 yards from the yelling red devils, 
shouting the best I knew how. I was getting 
the bullets in * close to their heads, as they 
were tome, and I could hear the ping, ping of 
the bullets as they passed my head. “es of 
the boys hollered out tome to get my horses 
under cover or the Indians woul kill them, and 
ou bet I got them outina hurry. The 

ls came close enough for me to feel the heat 
of them on the side of my face, and one threw 
the dirt all over me. Another ball struck be- 
tween my feet above the knees and went sailing 
off a humming. 

“We were fighting now mostly for the two 
men they had within range on the rock, for we 
did not know then but t both were alive, 


could not get to them toscalp them. But the 
red devils got the poor fellows in spite of all we 
could do, and it made our blood boil and nerves 
tingle with hot anger to hear their fierce and 
triumphant yells and the cheers of the renegade 
whites, curse them. We could nor get to the 

r, brave fellows in the rocks, on account of 


the hill, which was sure death to the man who | 


attempted to ascend it. Well, we fought there 
all day and part of the night, and then we had to 
leave after several attempts to draw them from 
cover. They had us ina dry canyon, and when 
we * we were nearly dead for water, for 
we been over thirty hours under fire with- 
out a drop of water to quench our thirst. We 
feel satisfied that the wounded man killed three 
or four Indians, if not more, for just at 
dusk, when the Indians came down after his 
scaip, we heard him fire twelve rounds from his 
six-shooter at short He was a good 
shot, and was revenged. The soldiers were the 
most scared jot of men I ever saw. It was 
nearly a panic with them. But, after all, it 
was a fearful hot purgatory in that canyon 
under the fire of a concealed and treacherous 


foe. 

We got back here considerably the worse for 
wear, for we had suffered severe hardships and 
privations, loss of sleep, with only one meal in 
thirty-six hours, were thirty hours without 
water, and then had besides the hard ride up 
and down the mountains. It will not be safe 
in this country for some time—not before spring, 
ae: po the settlers are on the war-path as 

as the Indians. The latter got away with 
150 head of horses, a number of saddles, guns 
and blankets, a quantity of ammunition, burned 
two wagons and a cabin, killed a lot of horses 
and got off with about 2,500 weight of flour and 
other grub. The settlers say they will kill 
Indian they see and I know the

BEER DRINKING IN BAVARIA. 


Startling Figures Showing the Capao- 
ity of an Able-bodied Bavarian. 


Ina on the history and present condi- 
tion of beer business in Bavaria, Consul 
Hortsman says: There are in Bavaria about 
5,480 breweries, using in the aggregate 14, 802, 
500 bushels of malt, which are converted into 
about 8,970,000 barrels of beer. Of the brew- 
eries, 5,053 are owned by private persons, 19 are 
ag stock companies, 357 belong to communi- 

ies, and 51 sellall their beer to the consumer 
on the premises; 111 breweries are worked by 
steam power, 354 by animal power. and the rest 
partl water power and by hand. 

The largest breweries are in the capital; the 
11 one of these (Brauerei zum Spaten) 
used, in 1881, 872,400 bushels of malt; next in 
rank are four establishments using from 140,- 
000 to 252,000 bushels each. Of the remaining 
5,475 breweries in Bavaria, only 130 use more 
than 14,000 bushels annually, and of these last 
eleven are in Munich, There are, further, 1,106 
breweries consuming from 2,800 to 14,000 bush- 
els of malt, and 4,239 breweries using less than 
2,800 bushels each. 

Most of the beer produced in Bavaria is con- 
sumed in the country itself, only about 7 per 
cent of the whole production being exported, 
The principal cities tones rt in this export 
—which is chiefly to Nor rmany, France, 
and the United States—are Munich, Kulmbach, 
Nuremberg, and Erlangen.” 

The Consul supplies a tabular statement of 
the quantities of beer consumed annually per 
capita in various countries, and says: 

It will thus be seen that Bavaria takes the 
lead os all nations in its consumption of beer. 
It is quite natural that the chief characteristics 
of a nation should culminate at its capital, and 
Munich out-beers all Bavaria, the annual con- 
sumption there reaching the enormous figure 
of 470 quarts to each person, or about 16 
quarts daily, whereas in the United States only 
about one-tenth of a quart is the daily require- 
ment per person, thus showing that the Munich 
man drinks thirteen times as much beer as one 
of our citizens. 

In order to understand this great consump- 
tion of beerin Bavaria, it must be explained 
that the people begin drinking it from the 
cradle up. It is looked upon not asa stimulant 
or mere delicacy, but as a necessary article of 
nourishment for the body. 

„It is often styled the ‘liquid bread’ of the 
laborer, who generally takes beer for breakfast. 
Beer is drunk all the year round and at every 
hour of the day and night. 

“Tt would involuntarily lead me into a 
humorous article, but little suited for the staid 
pages of a consular report, were I to give illus- 
trations of the capacity of the Bavarians for 
the stowing away of their national beverage. 
A few figures will here suffice. Although, as 
I have said, the very babes begin drinking beer 
almost as soon as they do milk, yet the quan- 
tities consumed by them are comparativel 
small; then, again, if we count half the whole 
population as females, who, of course, are mod- 
erate (according to their ideas) in the use of 
beer, I suppose it would leave a showing of 
about two and a balf or three quarts to each 
male over the age of sixteen years. Now, 
three qnarts in the course of sixteen hours is 
as! amount to a true Bavarian. If 1 gave 
the figures of the capacity of an ordinary 
drinker, and of an accomplished drinker on 
festive occasions, they would appear startling. 
I venture to say there are thousan 
of men who d their eight quarts 
regularly 8 day of their lives, 
aud many who drink even more. One man 
told me he had been drinking 17 quarts daily 
for many years. Another man was known to 
drink 6 litres (64¢ quarts) every evening, be- 
sides what he taken through the day. Tam 
almost afraid to write how many quarts a full- 
fledged student, when put upon his mettle, can 

k away, but it is nevertheless an established 
act that a student can drink and does drink at 
times 10 to 12 quarts at a sitting. In order to 
get some idea of this quantity, suppose it were 
put into our ordinary five-cent glasses, filled 
as they usually are (for it must be re- 
membered our glasses are one-half foam), we 
would have a row of about 60 glasses waiting 
to be emptied. 

“Recently at an evening festival at one of 
the Munich breweries, which was attended by 
about 800 persons, twenty-nine hectolitres of 
beer pasted thelr lips in five or six hours. This 
averages about 3.6 quarts to each participant. 

But the percentage of alcohol in Bavarian 
beer is less than in any other beer.”

The struggle between 
the convict, who raved like a wild beast, and 
the executor’s men, went on for several 
minutes before the soldiers were or- 
dered to intervene. They soon overpowered 
Jaumgartner, and the executioner now threw 
the rope round his neck. Another terrible strug- 
gle then ensued. Baumgartner, who caught 
the cord with his teeth, kept his mouth shut, 
and held the rope with such force that the as- 
sistants were unable for some time to wrench it 
from him. Even after they had first secured 
the rope, the convict seizeditagain with his 
bound hands, and, uttering loud oaths, defied 
them to carry out the sentence. At length, 
however, the executioner succeeded in forcing 
an irregular noose on the man’s neck. For sev- 
eral minutes the struggle was resumed, and it 
was only by the hangman using his hands and 
dragging the convict down that he succeeded in 
carrying the law into effect. Baumgartner re- 
sisting to the last moment. During the night 
the convict, who had refused to see the priest, 
had remained — * He was a powerful 
young fellow, killed his first jailor 
with a hatchet.

THE TAILOR’S RUSE.

Baron Gauderique de Castelmoisy is the last 
scion of an ancient family of Perigord. highly 
esteemed throughout that section of country— 
first, because the best truffles in the whole 
region are found on his estates; secondly, 
cause his ancestors are believed to have taken

Some evidence in favor of this old legend 18 
found in the fact that up to a very recent date
